Claim .26. (Currently amended) A method of inhibiting telomerase activity comprising a step of 
contacting in cells exhibiting telomerase activit y, comprising topically administering or injecting 
a catechin composition such that said cells are contacted by said composition, said composition 
comprising with a solution of a t e lomorasc inhibitor comprising a catechin, whoroin the 
concGntration of the catochin in the solution is 15 ^iM epigallocatechin gallate, wherein the 
concentration of epigallocatechin gallate in the solution is 5 \xM to 15 \xM . 

Claim 27. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 26, wherein the t e lom e ras e 
inhibitor catechin composition comprises a green tea extract. 

Claim 28. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 26, wherein the catechin 
composition is- comprises epigallocatechin gallate, a combination of epigallocatechin gallate 
with a catechin selected from the group consisting of epigallocatechin, epicatechin gallate, er-and 
epicatechin. 

Claim 29. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 26, wherein the telom e ras e 
inhibitor catechin composition further comprises a^pharmaceutically acceptable carrier or diluent. 

Claim 30. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 26, wherein the telomerase 
inhibitor catechin composition comprises the -one or more catechins in an amount of 90% to 95% 
by weight. 

Claim 31. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 27, wherein the green tea extract 
is a dried powder that contains epigallocatechin gallate in an amount of at least 10 wt%. 

Claim 32. (Currently amended) The method according to claim 26, wherein an effective amount 
of the telom e ras e inhibito r catechin composition is administered to a human subject having th e 
colls exhibiting t e lomeras e activity to contact th e c e lls with the catochin . 
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Claim 33. (Canceled) 

Claim 34. (Currently amended) The method according to claim ^26, wherein the telom e rase 
inhibitor catechin composition is topically administered by inj e ction or plaster. 

Claim 35. (New) A method of inhibiting telomerase activity comprising contacting cells 
exhibiting telomerase activity with a solution of a telomerase inhibitor consisting essentially of 
epigallocatechin gallate at a concentration of 5 |iM to 15 |aM.
